CLOSER SHOT - DR. CASSANDRA AND CABALA 


DR. CASSANDRA 
Ready, Cabala? 


CABALA 
Always, Dr. Cassandra. 


She nods, smiles evilly, they both pop pills in their 
mouths and abruptly DISAPPEAR! 
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ANOTHER ANGLE IN BANK 5 


FAVORING A MALE CUSTOMER, who reacts as if he's been 
sapped, his eyes roll back and he falls. CAMERA PANS
